REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
independent claims 1 and 13, the known prior art does not disclose or suggest the 
combination that would teach at least two apertures in the barrel of a rifle or machine 
gun, the at least two apertures being aligned with the angled shoulder of a live 
ammunition cartridge, the cartridge and the barrel being cooperatively associated so as 
to vent pressure created by firing the cartridge through the barrel apertures and thereby 
deprive the live ammunition of sufficient strength to propel the bullet down the barrel, 
thereby retaining the bullet in the barrel. 

3. The declarations of the inventor, Robert Gee, filed on 1 1/12/2004 and 
1 1/21/2005, have been fully considered by the examiner.
